Weaver Has 
Problems in 
Housing Post

WASHINGTON (AP)—Robert C. 


Weaver has won Senate confirma- 
tion as 
the government's top 


housing 
administrator 
but 
he 


faces two serious problems as he 
lakes over this key post. 


The .Senate cleared the nomina- 


tion Thursday night by voice vote 
after five hours of argument, put- 
ting Weaver in the highest posi- 
tion ever held by a Negro in the 
federal executive branch. 


The vote had not been expect- 


ed to come for about 10 days, 
but the Senate stayed in session 
| late to approve Weaver under 
pressure from President Kennedy. 


The New Yorker is expected to 


take the oath promptly so that he 
can assume command of the hous- 
ing and home finance agency next 
week. This agency is down for 
almost a billion dollars in new 
funds in the budget now before 
Congress. 


Weaver, 53, has been vice chair- 


man of the New York City Hous- 
ing and Redevelopment Board. 


He said in a statement he was 


gratified by the quick Senate ac- 
tion. 


One of the problems pressing 


hardest on Weaver arises from 
the current economic slump. 


New housing starts are down

easily 27-6 Wednesday. 


Boone County Rep. Joe I-Iamil- 
Dn, who as the House member' 
om the Senate author's county

irough the House, said he had 
ot been asked to do so by Sen. 
^oy Milum of Harrison. 


Hamilton said Milum told him 
bat a House floor leader would 
e selected after the pill is re- 
.iorted out of the House Revenue 
ind Taxation Committee. 


The bill would permit sellers of 
>ersonal property to set one price 
or cash payment and another for 
credit. The price difference, on 
vhich no limit is set, would have 
he effect of interest. But the bill 
states specifically that this shall 
not be regarded as interest. The 
legal limit on interest is 10 per 
cent, set by the Arkansas Con 
stilution. 


'I don't see how the Arkansas 


Supreme Court could let this bill 
stand if it does pass," said Pula- 
ski County Rep. Gayle Windsor, 
a lawyer. "The added charge is 
interest and it would be usury 
to charge more than 10 per cent." 


"This bill soaks the little man," 


said Rep. Milt Earnhart of Sebas- 
tian County. "There are more 
little men than there are car 
dealers, e should leave our in- 
terest laws alone."
